_ PARIS, July 1—Mahmoud Pasha, member of the 
Egyptian delegation which has-been trying in vain 
to interest President Wilson and the American dele- 
gation in the emancipation of Egypt, made grave 
charges today against British troops. He con- 
tinued his story of Egypt's struggle toward freedom 
from the time of the armistice. Only a few months 
ago he and his associates were released from the 
British prison at Malta, where they had been con- 
fined following unarmed demonatrations in Egypt, 
‘which were broken up, he says, by British soldiers. 

“With the signing of the armistice,” Mahmoud 
Pasha said, “based on the fourteen points of 
President Wilson, Egypt demanded her independ- 
ence, basing her claim on President Wilson's dec- 
aration of self-determination for all peoples. She 
i was considered by the Egyptians as an independent 
state, requiring only the seal of the peace confer- 


“For these reasons representative Egyptians 
were delegated by the people to submit their claims 
to the peace conference. The delegation intended, 
for the sake of courtesy, to go to England first, 
where they felt sure that the British people, who 
were parties to the responsible declarations of her 
statesmen to withdraw from the country, would be 
the first to assist in the liberation of Egypt and 
the fulfillment of Britain's word of honor. At the 
same time the prime minister requested a confer- 
ence with his majesty’s government regarding the

He told of a 14-year-old girl who was violated by 
four British soldiers, and who died two days later 
in a hospital in Cairo. And he told me one inci- 
dent which showed the temper of the revolters 
toward others than the soldiery.

“That,” he said, “was reported by the British 
as an attack by Mohammedans on Christians. But 
there is no conflict of religions in Egypt. Our ban- 
ner is the crescent and the cross.

The inhabi- 
tants of the Nile valley were Egyptians firat and 
-Mohammedans or Christians afterwards.”

Mahmoud Pasha says the toll of dead in these 
demonstrations for freedom has mounted to more 
than a thousand—not e -thousand armed troops 
killed in open battle, but a thousand unarmed meén 
murdered. And that is not all. In addition to those 
killed, thousands were left homeless by the burn- 
ing of villages, and the courbash (the two-thonged 
knout) has been freely used, he says. | 
The British military authorities issued an order 
in Kena province compelling all inhabitants to 
salute British officers. The judges of the province 
refused to attend cqurt or leave their homes, in 
order that they might not be compelled to 
such a humiliation.

“We were 
at the dawn of a new era when England occupied 
our country in 1882. We have not gone forward,

people what we were giving them in 1881, and what 
we would have given them despite all handicaps 
had we been permitted by our English ‘ advisors’.” 

“What sort of government will you give Egypt 
if you obtain your independence,” I asked. 

“What the people want. Either a very 
monarchy, with the king a figurehead and Egypt 
ruled by her people, or a republic, with the head 
of the government a president,”’ he answered. 

“Are your people ready to rule themselves?” 
“The entire land is united in demanding political 
freedom. <Any nation so united is ready to guide 
its own destinies.” | 

The first matters to receive attention, Mahmoud 
Pasha says, will be education and the eradication 
of disease. In 1881 a law requiring compulsory 
education for boys and girls was passed, and a 
large portien of the budget was devoted. to the 
establishment of a complete school system, includ- 
ing common schools, high schools and universities. 
But despite this fact, under the British advisory, 
education has decreased since that time from 1% 
sper thousand to 1% per thousand of population.

But, temperamentally, Mr. Brooke is 
the forest fanatic of those parts, re- 
garding. his domain as the choicest 
prospect on the planet, his pin oaks 
as the most graceful and endearing 
specimen of nature’s handiwork fn the 
sylvan line, and his mineral springs 
as the most salubrious that bubble 
from this earth. 

His Sweeping Domains. 

The tracts of the Cook county forest 
preserve, which Mr. Brooke governs, 
, are grouped in a general way as “ Chi- 
cago Heights preserve,” though the 
Thormton and Glenwood tracts, also un- 
der his jurisdiction, are three or four 
- miles from the city of Chicago Heights 
and in another*township. - 

These 2,000 acres constitute Dis- 
trict 8 in the general administrative 
scheme of the forest preserve ard they 
lie from twenty-five to | 
miles from the city hall of Chicago. 

Just where the Lincoln and Dixie.
